Three Men Killed and Seven Others Severely 
Injured. 

READING, Pa., November 17.—-A terrible 
accident took place at Mertztown, this county, 
at7 o’clock this morning, resulting in the 
death of three men and the serious injuring of 
five others. While the employes of Edward 
Trexier’s stove factory were preparing to go to 
work and the engitieer was getting up steam 
in the boilers, one large boiler exploded. The 
building was completely wrecked, and Henry 
Epler, aged twenty-one; Sassaman Hilbert, 
aged twenty-five, and Charles Oswald, aged 
forty-five, wereinstantly killed. Among the 
more seriously injured were Samuel Epler, 
Frederick Delong, Albert Reppart, James 
Bausher and Charles Albert.

One patient satin a 
chair undressed and undergoing an ex- 
amination, and three other patients, partly 
undressed and awaiting their turn. 

Dr. Cornet in the meantime made his way 
through the throng, calmmg the impatient 
and seeing that everyone took his or her 
“bier place. A workimgman, who seomed to 
© suffering greatly, pleaded that he was the 
father. of four children and asked that his 
case might be taken without delay. He was 
told that he would be admitted as soon asa 
vacancy occurred.

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AGAINST PARNELL. 


THE VERDICT IN THE O'SHEA DI- 


VORCE CASE. 


MR. PARNELL MAKES NO DEFENSE, 


And the Jury Return a Verdict Giving 
O'Shea a Divorce, and Putting the 
Costs on Mr. Parnell. 


Lonpon, November 17.—The trial of the 
O'Shea divorce case was refumed in the di- 
vorce court this morning before Justice Butt 
and a special jury. The petitioner presented 
further evidence to prove the charges he makes 
against his wife and Mr. Parnell. The first 
Witness called was a servant who had worked 
at the O'Shea house, at Eltham, at the time 
Captain O’Shea charges that Parnell was pay- 
ing clautlestine visits to his wife. She testified 
that Mrs. O’Shea and Parnell were on one 0c- 
casion locked in the drawing room. Mrs. 
Q'Sh¢a afterwards explained that the locking 
‘of the door was essential to the safety of Par- 
nell as members of secret societies were prowl- 
ing about the vicinity. She also told witness 
to deny that Parnell visited the house. 

Another servant testitied that Mrs. O’Shea 
aud Mr. Parnell were locked in the room until 
after midnight. { 

THE COACHMAN’S TESTIMONY, 

A coachman who was formerly in \the em- 
ploy of Mrs. O’Shea, testitied to driying Mr. 
Parnell from Eltham station to Wonersh 
lodge. Mrs. O’Shea’s residence, after midnight. 
He afterwards took Parnell’s horses to East- 
bourne. An ex-page testified that he had 
lived in the service of Mrs. O’Shea, at East- 
bourne. Mr. Parnell lived in the same house 

Other witnesses testified that Katie O’Shea 
(Mrs. O’Shea) took the Eastbourne house and 
paid rent with checks signed Katie O’Shea. Mr. 
Parnell resided there and also at the house in 
Regent’s park, which Mrs. O’Shea also rented. 

Mrs. Steele, sister of Mrs. O’Shea, whom 
the latter charged with adultery with Captain 
O’Shea, then took the stand and denied the 
charge made against them. 

o’SHEA ON THE STAND. 
One of the jurymen insisted that the peti- 


tioner be cross-examined on the counter charge. 


made by his wife. The petitioner was ac- 
eordingly recalled. He testified that he had 
lived apart from his wife at her express desire. 
He denied the charges of cruelty made against 
him and said he had always treated his wife 
with kindness. He had invited Mr. Parnell 
to dine at his house after challenging him to 
fight a duel, because he had been convinced 
that his suspicions regarding his wife and 
Parnell were baseless. He had last lived 
with his wife at Brighton, in 1886. 

In suinming up the evidence to the jury, 
Justice Butt dwelt upon the charge of con- 
nivance made by Mrs. O’Shea and asked why 
the necessity for all the disguise resorted to 
by Mr. Parnell, if the petitioner had connived 
at his wife’s infidelity. 

THE VERDICT OF THE JURY. 

This closed the evidence, and as neither the 
respondent nor co-respondent made a defense, 
the case was given to the jury, which returned 
a verdict that adultery had been committed by 
Mrs. O'Shea and Mr. Parnell, and that there 
had been no connivance on the part of Captain 
O’Shea. The court granted a decree of di- 
vorce, with costs, to petitioner, and also 
— him the custody of the younger chil- 

ren.

THE DEFENSE SETS IN. 


The Prosecution Closes Its Testimony in 
the Hali Case. 

Macon, Ga., November 17,—[Special.]—The 
prosecution has rested in the Hall perjury 
case. ; 

Colonel Hardeman announced this today at 
noon. 

Today’s session opened with an argument b 
Attorney Bartlett, of the defense. 

Mr. Bartlett’s argument was in regard to the 
inadmissibility of the evidence offered by the 
district attorney on Saturday. 

Bartlett contended that the lands to which 
the deeds were offered were not in the original 
decree. They had nothing to do, he said, with 
the case now on trial. 

The district attorney agued that the general 
intent of the defendant to give false deeds, to- 
gether with the special act, made occurrences 
so indissolubiy connected that they were both 
admissible. 

Major Bacon concluded the argument on the 
same line as Mr. Bartlett. 

The court ruled that the deeds were ad- 
missible. 

The witnesses were then put on the stand to 
testify in regard to those deeds. The first 
witness who testified was JoelfMullis, who 
swore that he had received a deed to certain 
lets of the Dodge lands, made by Hall. He 
identified the deed and also the writing of 
Hall. 

He was followed by George Wilkerson, who 
swore that he also had received a deed from 
Hall, and identified deed. 

The next witness, George Evans, swore on 
the same line and also identifed the deed. 

After Evans came down Mr. R.K. Norman, 
a lawyer of Eastman, was put onthe stand. 
He testified te Hall’s handwriting. This evi- 
dence was mainly about a certain letter writ- 
ten by Hall tohim, while Hall was confined 
in the Savannah jail. 

In the letter Hall stated that he learned that 
Norman “had been teaching a law school at 
Lothair.”’ 

The court asked Norman what was meant 
by this. He said he supposed it alluded toa 
little occurrence in cours there upon a certain 
oceasion when witness hit an opposing counsel 
in the head with a spade. 

Jailor Birdsong was sworn next. He only 
testified that there were no United States 
prisonersin the Bibb jail from December to 
May last.

FINANCES OF THE CITIES. 


Census Figures Showing the Indebtedness 
of Different Cities and Towns. 

WASHINGTON, November 17.—Census figures 
published today will represent about 95 per 
cent of the municipal debt of the United 
States. The statistics presented cover, for 
each city or town, the bonded debt, floating 
debt and total debt, cash in the treasury and 
other available resources, amount in sinking 
funds and total available resources; debt in 
excess of resources, resources in excess of debt, 
and aunual interest charged. These details 
are given by groups of _§ states, for 


-states individually, and for each of the 858 


cities and towns. The general result 
for the 853 cities and towns considered, are as 
follows: The bonded debt for 1890 shows an 
increase of 8 per cent, as compared with 1880; 
on the other hand, the floating debt has de- 
creased 17 per cent. The increase in total 
debt, in the ten years, is 7 per cent. The 
amount invested in sinking funds has in- 
creased 25 per cent. Cash in the treasury has 
increased 51 per cent, and total available re- 
sources have increased 50 per cent, since 1880. 

In 746 cities and towns, in which the debt is 
in excess of resources, there has been a de- 
crease of 6 per centin debt since 1880; in 112 
cities and townsin which resources are in ex- 
cess of debt, there has been an increase in Je- 
sources of 11.34 per centinten years. The 
annual interest charged in 1890 was 8 per 
cent less in amount than it wasin 1880. The 
exhibit is, as a whole, a most satisfactory and 
gratifying. one. During the last ten 
years 3858 cities and towns rep- 
resented” in the returns by reducing 
their debts, og increasing their resources, 
have bettered their condition financially to the 
amount of #45,777,019. 

New England cities and towns have reduced 
the debt by $2,439,539, and have increased 
their resources by $118,891, making a joint 
gain of $2,553,430. Cities and towns in the 
middle states, including Maryland and the 
District of Columbia, have reduced their 
debt $46,522,711, and have increased their 
assets by $1, 224,499, making the joint im- 
provement in their financial condition 
by $47,547,310. 

Southern cities and towns have increased 
their debts by $3,577,348, but have in- 
creased their resources by $420,697. 
Their net increase in debt is expressed by 
$3,156,651. Western cities and towns, like 
the southern, have increased both their debts 
and resources. The increase in debt amounts 
to $11,656,078, and the increase in resources to 
$11,531,685. The net increase in debdtis $1,- 
124,393. The gross debt in 1880 was $695,494,- 
741, leaving the net municipal debt, for the 
cities and towns considered, of $501,150,959. 

The gross debt in 1890 was $745,945,786; re- 
sources amount to $290,575,846, giving a net 
debt of $455,373, 940. 

These figures show a decrease, as before 
stated, of $45,777,019 in the net debt, which is 
a reduction of 9.13 per cent in the net debt of 


In the New England states, in 1880, the an- 
nual interest charged represented 4.75 per cent 
of the gross debt; in 1890, the rate had fallen 
to 4.15 per cent, a decrease of 0.60 per cent. 

In the middle states, the rate in 1880 was 
5.58 per cent; in 1890 the rate had fallen to 
4.36 per cent, a decrease of 1.22 per cent 

In the southern states, the rate in 1880° Was 
4.91 per cent; it had risen in 1890 to 5.56 per 
cent, an increase of 0.65 per cent. a 

The western states showed an average fin- 
terest charge of 5.78 per centin 1880, and in 
1890 it had fallen to 5.50 per cent, a decrease 
of 0.28 per cent. 

The general average for the United States in 
1880 was 5.41 per cent; in 1890 it had fallen to 
4.65 per cent, a decrease of 0.78 per cent. 


THE BARINGS. 


They Say That All Their Matters Have Been 
Arranged. 


Boston, November 17.—Kidder, Peabody & 
Co. are in receipt of a-cablegram from Baring 
Bros., stating that all matters are arranged 
satisfactorily and a pe and authoriz- 
ing Kidder, Peabody & Co. to proceed with 
business as usual. Boston banks met at 11 
o’cloek a. m. to agree upon concerted action, 
if precautionary measures are deemed advis- 
able. 

The clearing house committee voted. to 
issue clearing house certificates, forty-three 
banks voting in favor and none against. The 
rate of interest on the certificates will be 
7 3-10 per cent. Security must be pnt up by a 
yote of the directors of any bank asking cer- 
tificates in a ratio of $100 for each $75 ad- 
vanced. No certificates were asked for today. 
The amount will not be limited. | 

A special dispatch from London says: 

The Barings declare their financial position 
to be sound now, as the banks have guaran- 
teed three years’ support, The firm will 
realize £4,000,000 surplus. They now hold 
over £8,000,000 of the best commercial paper in 
the world, and their total liability is £21,000,- 
000. It is conceded that while they were em- 
barrassed by steady depression in the Argen- 
tines to a considerable extent, the principal 
and precipitating cause of their trouble ,was 
Russia’s withdrawal of £5,000,000 in all from 
the firm’s accounts. 

NEW YORK FAILURES. 

New York, November 17.—Gregory, Bal- 
lon & Co., brokers of No. 1 New street, have 
announced their suspension on the stock ex- 
change. Mr. Gregory, of Gregory. Ballon & 
Co., says the cause of the suspension of the 
firm was the shrinkage in stocks and believes 
their embarassment to be temporary only.

| JIM YOUNG DEAD 


FROM WOUNDS INFLICTED BY MR. 
CHARLIE JONES. 


THE FINDING OF THE CORONER'S JURY 


The Sheriff Forced to Put a Large Guard 
About the Jailto Keep the Negroes 
from Lynching Jones. 


CARTERSVILER, Ga., November 17.—[Spe- 
cial.]}~—Jim Young, the negro who was shot 
Saturday afternoon by Mr. Charlie Jones, 
lingered four hours and twenty minutes after 
the mortal wounds were given, and then his 
spirit passed into the shadowy future. The 
negroes were terribly wrought up; 
so much 9s0 #4that “Sheriff Roberts 
had a special guard of about twenty 
men, armed with pistols and Winchester rifles, 
to Stay at the jail for fear chat an attempt to 
take the life of his prisoner might be made. 
Several extra policemen were on the lookout 
for signs of an approaching riot. Sunday 
morning came, however, without any disturb- 
ance having occurred. 

Mr. Jones has been visited by hundreds of 
his friends, who called to tender their sympa- 
thy and express the hope that he would come 
out of his trouble all right. 

Coroner Patterson came up from Stilesboro 

yesterday evening, and after a~jury had been 
impaneled and the witnesses brought to- 
gether an inquest was commenced on the body 
of the dead negro. 
: At night an adjournment was made. At 9 
o’clock this morning the jury reconvened. 
All the evidence introduced was given by eye- 
witnesses. It may be summed up as follows: 
Jim Young was standing on East Main street, 
at the foot of the stairway leading to 
the office of the Etowah Iron Com- 
pany. He was talking to another negro, when 
Jones passed by with his right hand in his 
coat pocket. After getting several feet from 
Young he turned and passed him again, stop- 
ping at the next door below. After Jones 
passed him the second time Young walked into 
the middle of the sidewalk; Jones then ap- 
proached him saying he wanted to see him, 
and asked him if he intended meeting him ac- 
cording to agreement, at Akerman’s crossing, 
Monday morning. Young to)]d him he would 
meet him there. Both then turned to walk 
away, each going in opposit directions. Jones 
had only made a step or two when he suddenly 
wheeled around and fired at Young twice in 
quick succession, and after an interval of sev- 
eral seconds fired the third time. Young fell 
to the ground mortally wounded. After hear- 
ing all the evidence the following verdict was 
made: 

We, the jury, upon our oaths, say that Charles 
y. Jones, of Bartow county, Georgia, 
did, on the 15th day of # November, 
1890, in said county and in the city of Cartersville, 
unlawfully and with malice aiorethought, kill 
James Young, by then and there shooting him, the 
said James Young, with a pte. contrary to the 
laws of said state, the good order and dignity 
thereof.

DEATH OF GENERAL M’KEE, 


A Northern Man Who Invested His Money 
in Mississippi. 

JACKSON, Miss., November I7.—[Special.]— 
General George C. McKee, receiver of public 
moneys, died this morning, after a protracted 
ilIness of aneurism of the heart. He was a 
native of Joliet, DTll., was a major of the 
Eleventh Lilinois regiment, and made brevet 
brigadier general upon the occupation of Vicks- 
burg and Natchez by the federals. He was 
made provost marshal, and after the war re- 
moved to this state, holding the office of reg- 
ister in bankruptey, and was chairman 
of the judiciary committee of the constitu- 
tional convention of 1868. He served three 
terms in congress from this district, and after 
the democrats gained control of the state, he 
was appointed postmaster by Garfield, and 
when Harrison came in was made receiver of 
public moneys. He was one of the most 
prominent republicans in the state, and one 
of the few northern men who invested his 
money in Mississippi’s real estate and became 
wealthy. In 1873 he married Miss Campe, of 
New York, who, with four daughters, survive 
him. The funeral will take place from St. 
Andrew’s charch on Wednesday morning.

[Cries of 
that’s right; that’s right.) When J spoke last 
Wednesday night I spoke as a privage citizen, as 
ready to serve inthe ranks as inthe lead. [Ap- 
plause.} Tonight I stand as a representative of a 
cause whose motto is, ‘“Kqual rights 
to all, and special privileges to 
none.” Se yum A cause that is 
the cause of the people, and whose flag I shall, if 
possible, carry to success. [Renewed applause. | 

The method and the manner by which I became 

the candidate of this cause has been assailed by 
yrave and serions insinuations. The gentiemen 
who nominated me know better than I do myself, 
and better than anybody on earth, better than any 
except an all-wise Providence that looks 
into the hearts of men _ that never 
did l bring the slightest undue _ in- 
fluence to secure my nomination. [Applanuse.] 
Jt was freely given, voluntarily given,and proudly 
accepted; and I had rather stand, as I said to 
them from my heart, when they tendered me that 
nomination—I would rather stand asa representa- 
tive of the people of this country, in success or 
defeat, than fill any other position on God's earth.

Out of that sort of an argument, out of 
that sort of foundation has this ftabric been 
woven. Ilshall demolish it. 

In the first place, | am not now, never have béen 
and never expect to be a monopolist. jApplause.} 
Idefy any man living toturn to one utterance of 
mine, made in.public or private, that advocated 
monopoly. But merely because. I represent the 
railroads, and hecause | have undertaken, as coun- 
sel for these roads, to create a system to benefit 
the south, I am charged with being a 
monopolist, in order that the people mav be 
preecnes against me. That system of roads is 

yuilt for the purpose of serving the people of this 

state: Youcan no more separate the mtcrest of 
that system irom the interest of this state than 
you can separate the waters of the ocean. They 
are indissolably linked now and forever. As one 
prospers So must the other, and acting and react- 
ing on each other, the prosperity of the country 
will add to the prosperity of the one as much as it 
does to the prosperity of the other. But ina de- 
iense of that combination, no man ever heard 
me favor unlimited railroad combination. The 
very basis of my argument = on the 
Olive bill was that this combination 
tended to create more competition than it de- 
g&troyed; that it would bring into competition the 
southeast with the great northeaét and open the 
great markets of the west to the southeast, unit- 
ing the south to the west in bonds of commercial 
union. (Applause. } 

Now, what were the facts? Did I at that time 
defend monopoly? Did lat that time plant the 
detense of this system upon any ideas of 
monopoly? Notatall. I stated that there were 
three theories in America in regaid to railroads: 
that one was government ownership; the other the 
reasoning of Mr. Hudson in tavor of making them 
public highways, and letting everybod® own and 
run his own engine and the cars, and the 
thirdin favor of governmental control through 
railroad commissions, I plant myseif on the last. 
My whole argument then, as it is now, was to 
convince the people that they want uniformity in 
rates, that ghe interests of these railroads 
and the interests of the farmers were identical.

When you do that, 
putting each merchant, manufacturer, miner, 
farmer, ona plane of perfect equality with his 
competitors, every .reduction made hy anyone, 
every process cheapening the cost of commodities 
redounds to the benefit of the community, for it 
steadily and steadily brings down the price which, 
by consumption, brings down the freight.”

Is that the sentiment and the doctrine of a 
monopolist? Is that the sentiment and the 
doctrine of a man who would oppress his people? 
But further, sir, I said: “Sir Thomas Jefferson, 
the great apostie of civil liberty and equal rights, 
believed no more firnrly in people’s capacity for 
self-government thanI,and with faith unques- 
tioning, 1 tiust tothe wisdom and the common 
sense of the people, the solution of tlie issues of 
the present and the future.” 

Neither in the past nor in the present, and I do 
not believe in the future, will there arise @ man 
who believes more thoroughly than I in the divine 
right of the people to govern. ({Appiause.] 

But it is said that because a man represents 
railroads he must be disfranchised. I undertook 
the other night to demonstrate the mutuality of 
interest between the farmers and the railroads. I 
undertook to show that the greatest. debtor class 
in the world are the railroads of this country, ow- 
ing fifteen times as much more as the debts of the 
national government, state governments and mu- 
nicipal governments, and you could not get cheap 
money that would help to advance the price of 
your cotton which would not help to advance the 
price of the great mass of railroad securities. 
And yet, sir, it is said that it is. inconsistent for 
the people to support me. 

At the time when your measures were being

Is it practicable to pass a 
measure that can be denounced as mere 
class legislation. Well, then, if 1t is not, how is 
it inconsistent for you to unite upon that 
man who has demonstrated that the relief 
you seek is not class legislation, but beneficial to 
all. [Applause.} The veryfact that 1 am con- 
nected with raijroads; the very fact that I have 
got powerful influences, makes my election more 
potential to demonstrate to the people of this 
country that the farmers of Georgia are conserva- 
tive; that they want no measures except such as 
are ood for the whole country. [Applause.] Are 
you to send ainan to Washington to waste his 
time in idle declamation in favor of farmers’ 
rights; or are you to send a representative there 
who beljeves conscientiously that whatghelps you 
helps him, and helps everybody and every interest 
in the country? 

Now, let us| take amoment for illustration. 
Suppose the price of money in Atlanta is 8 per 
cent, and you have a house renting for 8800 a 
year net.{fhat house is worth $10,000, because 810, - 
v00 at 8 per cent interest willproduce 00 
a& year. But suppose you get cheap 
money, and insteadot money ruilug ats per cent 
it ruled at4 per cent, and the house contin- 
ued to pay $800 a year. It wouldthen be worth 
$20,000, or for its annualrental would equal 4 per 
cent on $20,000. And so through every line of in- 
dustry. Cheap money helps out everybody in the 
country. {Applause.} Can you suppose for one 
moment thatif, a merchant has to pay a high 
price for his money, jit would not be charged 
up against the cost of your commodities? Of 
course it will. Weerever anything enters into the 
cost of handling a commodity,dt comes out of the 
producer. That is one invariable, settled rule of 
finance. 

But it is said that your subtreasury bill is a mere 
remedy. Sirs,if itis not a great principle that 
the government of this country should look after 
the interests of the people, and should use every 
effort in its power to promote their welfare and 
to regulate the value of money, then there is no 
principle in governmental affairs. [Cheers.} All 
that you have tought for, all that you 
hope for inthe way of relief, is now declared 
to be a mere remedy, with no. principle 
init. I deny it, and while I bear your standard [ 
will try to demonstrate to the country that there 
isa great andgfundamental principle underlying

The house finance committee, of which 
Major Huff, of Bibb county, is chair- 
man, yesterday reported favorable ac- 
tion upon the Pope Dill to set aside 
a sum of money for the erection of a 
seat of learning, to be devoted to negro educa- 
tion solely.

To turn back to the causes that led up to the 


introduction of this bill: ; 

In 1862 bill was passed by the national leg- 
islature appropriating to each state each year 
the sum of $15,000, known as the land script 
fund, to be divided equitably between the 
whites and blacks, and to be used for educa- 
tional purposes. 

The negroes were awarded one-third of this 
fund, or $5,000, which was given to them each 


year. 

In 1874 the Georgia legislature passed 2 bill 
which further increased the appropriation to 
the negroes by $8,000 each year, or $15,000 all 
told. With these moneys the Atlanta unl- 
versity was established and supported. 

This amount was paid regularly up to 
within three years ago, when the state {board 
of school visitors visited the-Atlanta univer- 
sity and were there confronted with a violation 
of oneof the clauses of the act which governed 
the rise of the state fund, namely, the indis- 


‘criminate mixing of white and colored chil- 


dren. 
Professor Bumstead, of the college, was no- 


tified that unless he complied with the pro- 
vision of the act and withdrew the white 
children the state appropriation would be 
withheld. 

He has obstinately refused to comply with the 
request, and as a consequence has since re- 
ceived no aid from the state. The state ap- 

ropriation has accumulated in three years to 
ok , | 

This year an act was passed by the national 
government appropriating $15,000 to each 


‘state for educational purposes, also to ‘be di- 


vided equitably between the whites and 
negroes. One thousand dollars is to be added 
totheir sum each year for ten ier og thus 
granting $16,000 the second year, $17,000 the 
third and so on. ey 

In the report of the finance committee 1t 1s 
proposed to add a just portion of this 
last appropriation to the accumalated 
state fund of $24,000, and establish a 
negro college in that portion of the state which 
is deemed most advisable. 

The money is in hand, and every thing is in 
readiness to begin work upon the college im- 
mediately upon the passage of the bill and_ se- 
lection of a site. 

The Atlanta university gets no more money 
out of the state of Georgia. 

The committee now have under considera- 
tion a bill for the appropriation of $2),000 for 
the improvements and beautifying of the 
grounds surrounding the state capitol.

Mr. Grady replied with 
emphasis that he ‘‘would not ask him if he wére 
the last man in Atlanta.’’ General Gordon’s con- 
duct towards Mr. Grady was athornin his side 
which lasted not only while he lived, but which 
went down with him to the very grave.

_John Sherman on Free Coinage. 
There is nothing more astonishing than 
the flippant and off-hand: manner in which 
the so-called republican statesmen discuss 
the silver question. Take John Sherman 
as an instance. He is a leading republican. | 
He has been secretary of the treasury, and 
he is supposed to be a great financier. ‘Ac- 
cording to the Washington correspondent of 
The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette, Sher- 
man is very much interested in the possible 
financial results of the recent republican 
defeat, and, in ‘‘discussing’’ the matter, 
remarked that he presumed the silver men 
would ‘insist on free coinage. The cor- 
respondent goes on to quote what John 
Sherman said: 

“They may do it at this session,” said the sena- 
tor, “but I regard it as very unlikely that the 
house will stultify itself by agreeing to such leg- 
islation. The present purchase of four and one- 
half million ounces of silver monthly is very sat- 
isfactory. We might as well offset the retire- 
ment of our bank circulation, which is about 
$36,000,000 a year, from that source as from any 
other. Free coinage, however, is a different mat- 
ter. The effect of this,in my judgment, would be 
to lower ‘the price of silver bullion, and also drive 
gold practically out of the market.”’ 

“Why should the silver men desire free coinage 
if the effect would cheapen the price?” 

*They don’t think so,’’ Senator Sherman replied. 
“They believe it would enhance the value. Maybe 
it would, but it is an obvious fact that silver 
bullion is seven or eight per cent lower today than 
it was before tho elections.” 

Now, this is the sort of talk that flows 
from a great republican statesman, so-called, 
a man who-is supposed to know all about 
financial matters. This statesman goes 80 
far as to say that the effect of free coinage 
would be to lower the price of silver bullion, 
and he goes on to prove it by saying that 
silver bullion is ‘‘seven or eight per cent 
lower today than it was before the elections.”’ 
Just what relation this fact bears on the 
question of free cojnage would be an inter- 
esting disclosure. 

There can be no dotibt that Joan Sherman 
regards the am 7 as fools, for he expects 
them to believe'That the free coinage of sil- 
ver will lower the price of the silver bullion. 
Ife calmly tells them that when the owners 
of bullion are able to take -it to a United 
States mint and exchange it weight for 
weight with silver. dollars, or paper dollars 
redeemable in gold, they will neglect this 
opportunity and sell their bullion for. less } 
than they can exchange it for. 

To charge that John Sherman believes 
what he says is to characterize him as an 
idiot. He knows that when free coinage is 
established, silver bullion will be at a’ parity 
with gold on the old ratio,and that the bullion 
will no longer be in-the market, but will 
seek the mint for exchange. This is not a 
matter of ‘‘judgment,’’ but a fact that must 
be perfectly plain to the most ordinary in- 
telligence.

But the length to which people will go in 
this hunt for the horrible is better illustrated 
in pictures which have been printed in the 
newspapars of the swamp where Benwell’s 
body was found. 

The relic hunters almost stripped the 
woods in securing mementoes of the murder, 
and there is not a tree within 100 yards of 
the scene which does not bear the carving 
of the cranks. Names and dates pe visible 
everywhere—they have utilized evgry inch 
of space in recording their visits, and the 
gloomy swamp has been converted into a 
fashionable resort!

The Stanley Affair in England. 

Since Stanley’s departure from England a 
good many rough things have been said 
‘about him in public and in private. 

A London telegram says: 

The suppression of the facts concerning the ter- 
rible events in which the rear guard was con- 
cerned places the Emin relief committee in a very 
bad position, and Stanley’s succession to a title 
and other honors is now regarded as hopeless.

' Houn, Gordon, Norwood or Some 
Other Candidate? 


Today is the day. 

It might, and then it might not, settle 
the senatorial contest. 

The two houses of the legislature vote 
separately upon the question. If any one of 
the candidates should receive a majority of 
the votes of each house, he will be de- 
clared elected. On the other hand, if the 
same candidate does not carry both houses, 
then the matter will go over until Wednes- 
day, when the two houses will meet in 
joint session and ballot until one candidate 
receives a majority of all the votes cast. 

The battle has been an interesting one. 
Indeed, no campaign in the state for years 
has excited so much interest. 

The politicians and the statesmen from 
every. section of the state are here working 
for one of the candidates. The hotels are 
crowded, and the enthusiasm among them 
for the various candidates is intense. 


All was excitement yesterday and last nigh 
around the headquarters of all three candi- 
dates. The friends of each were vigorously 
at work, and each and every unpledged 
member was canvassed and recanvassed. 

Desperate work was done by General Gor- 
don’s friends. Telegrams were sent all over 
the state calling upon his _ friends, 
especially his alliance friends, to be on 
hand today, and aid in canvassing and 
cheering for him. 


A largely attended anti-Gordon caucus 
was héld yesterday afternoon just after the 
legislature adjourned. Matters were talked 
over freely, and it was decided that the 
anti-Gordon men should vote for whoever 
they pleased. All seemed confident that 
there were enough votes to prevent Gor- 
don’s election today, and all agreed that 
after the first vote today they could get 
together and decide upon some man whom 
all could and would support, and who can 
be elected on Wednesday. 

The first vote will be taken in the sen- 
ate today at 11 o’clock. In the house the 
roll-call will be ordered at 12 o’clock. 

Besides the names of Mr. Pat Calhoun, 
General Gordon and Colonel Norwood, it is 
highly probable that two or three other 
names will be voted for. There is talk of 
Mr. duBignon, Congressman Candler, 
Colonel Hammond, Mr. J. C. C. Black, 
Judge Hines and others, but none of these 
gentlemen are announced candidates, 

Last night General Gordon’s friends can- 
vassed, after which they announced en- 
thusiastically that Gordon would be 
elected on the _ first balla. The 
other candidates ‘did not claim that 
much for themselves, but they claimed 
positively and emphatically that General 
Gordon would not be elected on the first 
ballot. 


If General Gordon is not elected on the 
first ballot today his defeat is almost ger- 
tain. 


All yesterday very strong pressure was 
brought to bear from all parts of the state 
upon Hon. Fleming duBignon to allow the 
use of his name for the senatorship, but 
he has not yet consented to do so. His 
friends claim that if there is no election 
in the first ballot Mr. duBignon’s elec- 


tion is inevitable. 


In the event that there is no election 
today, then the excitement will be more 
intense than ever. General Gordon will be 
practically out of the contest, and 
the race will be between the 
other candidates,] to be decided 
possibly in caucus tonight. Again the bal- 
loting might go on Wednesday and continue 
with all the candidaies in the field until 
the legislature in joint session shall select a 
senator from the names mentioned. 

The chances last night appeared to be 
against an election today.

The Effort to Dominate the Legislature. 
EpiTrorR Constitution: Much has been said 
upon the streets and published in the anti-alli- 
ance papers about the leaders of the ailiance 
bossing the members of the legislature, or bring- 
ing a pressure to bear upon them in the senatorial 
contest.

Having obtained permission from General 
Rosecranz to visit the northern prison and 
avail herself of the privilege, she had carried 
words of comfort and consolation to the boysin

soldier in the prison near Chicago, who said: 

*“*Mother’s coming tomorrow. I can eat when 
mother comes. Ican eat what she gets me.

The mother 
sat on the side of the bed, trying to repress her 
sobs so as not to distress her dying boy.

Miss Jennie Smith, of Maryland, followed 
in a beautiful and touching appeal in behalf of 
railroad men, in lieu of a report.

During the last twelve months forty-four men, 
whose hands she lhad grasped, are cold in death 
through accident. Atlanta’s chief of police 
was the first to’ invite her inside the police 
headquarters, ayjid since then she hag had in- 
vitations from every quarter.

It is 
meant to care for and train to honest Jabor, the 
hundreds of colored ophans who are growing 
up as material forthe chaingang. The wel- 
fare of society as well as Christain duty calls 
for such an institution. 

This asylum is well started, and has reached 
the point where its existence is sure and where 
its usefulness can be broadened by state assist- 
ance. Four acres of ground in fee simple belong 
to the asylum, which are in cultivation. A 
cottage and stable have been built and nine 
little orphans are being cared for and sup- 
ported under careful management. The build- 
ing has been planned by Bruce & Morgan, 
architects, as a gift to the cause, and is in pro- 
cess of construetion. One of the wings is to 
be first finished, and put in use, and 
the basement and second story are 
nearly ready to be covered. 
The funds for all this work and the careof the 
orphans have been raised by Mrs. ‘Steele by 
industrious personal canvassing among the 
public spirited and charitable. finat a colored 
woman should start and putin operation an 
institution for the benefit of the homeless or- 
phans of her race and for the good of society, 
she trusts will be appreciated by the legisla- 
tors of the state and willing help given 
to the worthy project. Everything is 
ao for up to this time except, per- 

aps, $100. The institution has been 
incorporated under a state charter and is under 
the management of a board of trustees, with 
Bishop W. J. Gaines as president. It has re-

The beginning of November, 1890, closes 5

This, the second aifmual report will, there- 
fore, be confined to a brief and comprehensivé 
statement of what has been accomplished dur- 
img the past year by the loyal-hearted women, 
who have devoted themselves to the cause. 

It is well to note that no feature of the orig- 
inal work has been dropped or neglected, but 
it has, on the contrary, been increased and im- 
proved upon.

SECURING A NEW HOME. 

Early last winter it became apparent that 
more desirable and commodious quarters 
should be secured as speedily as possible. The 
building used temporarily as a home, 153 
Mangum street, was found to be not only in- 
convenient, and in other ways unfitted for the 
purpose, but much too small to accommodate 
the steadily increasing number of friendless 
little ones who came pleading for admission. 

Anearnest and untiring effort was made 
by the committee appointed for the pur- 
pose, aided by several real __ estate 
agents, to secure desirable quarters, 
but without avail. Under Providence this ap- 
varent misfortune bids fair to resultin the 
possession of a home of their own, commodious 
and in every way eminently suited, with all 
the modern appliances for health and comfort, 
with ample grounds and pleasant surround- 
ings—such, in fact, as will render the ‘ Home 
for the Friendless’”’ a home‘not only in name, 
but in ali that this sweetest of words implies. 

The seemingly insurmountable difficulties 
which presented themselves served but to 
nerve the energetic members to still greater 
effort. 

On April 17th last a special meetin 
held in the parlor of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. Several of the most 
infiuential citizens of Atlanta met with the 
ladies at this time to discuss the feasibility of 
at once taking steps to build a permanent 
home, and right nobly did they sustain the en- 
terprise. After due deliberation it was de- 
cided that $10,000 should be raised to erect a 
building upon the lot which had already been 
secured. This lot fronts 104 feet on the east 
side of Randolph street, running back 430 feet. 
One of Atlanta’s noble-hearted citizens con- 
tributed $1,500 toward its purchase. It is wel] 
elevated, commanding an extensive view of 
the surrounding country, and conveniently ac- 
cessible to the eloctric car line, Subscription 
papers were placed in the hands of a large 
number of ladies, andthe faithfulness with 
which they performed their duty is indicated 
by the fact that, in a short time, they reported 
on their lists the sum of $8,343.75; $2,000 was 
paid for the lot, leaving $6,343.75. Added to 
the above is $3,000, coming from the Indus- 
trial Union.

CHEERING MESSAGES. 

This, in-brief, is a history of the organiza- 
tion, as faras it can be given in formal figures 
and a cold statement of facts». 

But what can be read between the lines? 

We find there the beneticent results of self- 
sacrificing effort in behalf of suffering hu- 
manity—-tears of gratitudo—the raising into 
light and hope of hearts bowed down in sor- 
row—dumb despair giving place to songs of 
praise. How far-réaching, in its future 
effect, is the turning of but one pair of little 
feet fram darkness toward light! God knows. 
In contemplating this, does not the reward 
seem most abundant? The -older girls who 
have come under our care have, without ex- 
ception, been placed in good families. The 
gratitude expressed by some of them is cer- 
tainly sufticient to lighten the hearts of our 
active members and spur them on to still 
greater effort. 

A few weeks ago, a young girl whom we had 
sheltered and found a home for whenin great 
need, came to us, being about to return to her 
old home for the first tine in nearly two years, 
and said: 

‘I have come to thank you, ladies, for what 
you have done forme. I shall alway remem- 

er you with a grateful heart, and be true to 
you.”’ 

Another writes: t 

‘‘T leave my many thanks to you for your 
kindness tome and my daughter. I was in 
hopes of seeing you at the home today, but 
was disappointed. May God bless you all, and 
help you in your good work.” 

This from another: 

‘IT will leave you a thousand thanks for 
your goodness and kindness tome. * * * I do 
not knew how to thank you, bat this I know, 
you will get your reward in heaven.”’ 

These are buta few of the bright, cheery 
words that come to us from many. From 
those, also, who have adopted = child- 
ren from our home, come _ words 
of thanks and comfort. Excellent 
reports from each of the girls at training 
schools, and messages of hope from those in 
hospital and surgical institutes are received. 

The interest exhibited by the young people 
of Atlantain the aims and objects of our 
associatign, is a very encouraging feature. 
This gives us the assurance that when we are 
compelled to lay aside our work, there will be 
those who are young, capable and well dis- 
ciplined, ready to continue it. From the 
Young People’s Missionary Society of one of 
our large churches comes a check for $25 with 
the words: ‘‘To be used for the Home for the 
Friendless.”’ 

One of the King’s Daughters’ bands, com- 
posed of young misses, propose to clothe one 
child and they have already done much to as- 
sist usin the way of sewing, soliciting and 
making clothing. Another society of young 
misses has been organized expressly to sew 
for the children under our care. 
Two little boys have asked the privilege 
of providing entirely for some baby in the 
home. These are indications of the growing 
spirit of genuine charity, among the youth of 
Atlanta. 

HOW THE HOME IS MAINTAINED, 


For its maintenance, from day to day, the 
home depends upon amonthly appropriation 
from the city council, membership monthly 
dues of 25 cents, and tothe contributions of 
money, clothing, provisions, etc., from the 
chairtable people of the city. In addition to 
this, we have added to our treasury this year, 
by giving four entertainments:

RECAPITULATION. 

During the two years we have received 270 
inmates into our home; secured suitable em- 
piovment for about 155; adupted twenty-five 
children into good families; sent eight young 
girls to training schools, where they are rapidly 
earning to care for themselves. 

A considerable por- 
tion of the inmates attend the publie schools, 
and a teacher is generally provided for those 
who are, for any reason, unable to attend the 
other schools.

New Orveans, November 17.—D. H. Bent- 
ley, an extensive mine owner of Spanish Hon- 
aduras, has arrived in this city, and was seen 
by your correspondent this evening. He says 
there has been an unyuiet feeling for eighteen 
months or two years back on account of Bog- 
ran’s liberal policy toward Americans. Bog- 
ran not only appointed them to many posi- 
tions of importance and trust, but also granted 
them liberal possessions, believing in attract- 
ing capital, developing the resources of the 
country and increasing its revenue. Sanchez 
was at one time Bogran’s secretary of war, 
and has held other leading positions. He is a 
good man, but represents tho element that is 
least progressive. 

Mr. Bentley is of the opinion that Bogran 
will eventually triumph. The country 1s 
hardly well equipped for war. There are 
arins and ammunition enough, but not the 
mento handle them. The natives are not 
good soldiers. There is not money enough 
in the country to carry on war. The sol- 
diers receive poor pay, and provisions are 
not plentiful. The soldiers generally have 
té feed themselves out of the scant pay they 
get.
